Scarlet fever and diphtheria have ap- 
peared in several localities in the South Di- 
vision lately and the physicians in some in- 
stances have been prevented from combat- 
ing the diseases by reason of the fact that 
some of the afflicted families ‘are conceal- 
ing information from the doctors and the 
health authorities. The persons accused 
of avoiding eo)" br.”

One ca ts consequences were re- 
ported to t Commissioner yester- 


day by Dr. W. K. Jaques of the Health 
department medical staff. The case was 
one in which Dr. Jaques was called as con- 
sulting physician. The parents of the child, 
who were disciples of Dr.“ Dowie, had 
refused to call in a physician until the child, 
which was suff from scarlet fever, was 
in a critical state. In writing of this case 
Dr. Jaques said to the Health Commissioner: 
* Yesterday I was called in consultation 
by Dr. Stewart to see a child on Thirty- 
fifth, near Dearborn street, which I found 
with an advanced and severe form of scarlet 
fever.. Investigation developed the fact that 


the parents were Dowieltes and had not per- 


mitted medical aid for some ten days, until 
the dmother insisted that a physician 
be call The ch is in a critical’ condi- 
tion and may not live.” 


other Cases orry Physicians. 

Other cases of scarlet fever in the Thirty- 
fifth street neighborhood are worrying the 
physicians, and one case at least, a child 
which is to be taken to the County Hospital 
today, is traced back to the patient which 
had suffered under the Dowie system. Dr. 
Jaques said last night he attributed this 
second case di y to the Dowieite” 
case. 

Dr. Jaques in letter went on to say 
that scarlet fever in the vicinity of Fifty- 
ninth and Sangamon streets was a menace, 
though he was not Able to connect the two 
localities in the epidemics. Somediphtheria 
is also noted in the Englewood district. 
Some of these cases are believed to be due 
to a lack of medical attention by reason of 
the belief of parents in the teaching# of 
Dr.“ Dowie. 

An investigation of these cases is being

of the Harding Case, but Will Bow 
to Any Decision. 


C. H. Matthiessen, President of the Glucose 
Sugar Refining company, last evening made 
the following statement regarding the recent 
Supreme Court decision adverse to his com- 


pany. 

I have not Views ween, 
the recent glucose decision. There has, however, 
been such confusion in the public mind obout that 
decision and its effect on this company and its 
business that a word or two from me is not now 
out of place. 

The counsel of the company have charge of its 
law matters, and I do not, therefore, discuss the 
same. Our counsel have filed with the Supreme 
‘Court notice of an application for a rehearing. 
Their agument in support of that application will 
be heard at the néxt term of court. 

They entertain the opinion that a rehearing 
ought to, and I therefore assume will, be granted. 
Irrespective, however, of this litigation, the Glu- 
cose Sugar Refining company will continue its 
business, and, if the final court of review stands 
by the opinion just delivered this com- 
pany will cheerfully conform its course, 
heretofore believed to be entirely legal. 
along the lines which the highest court 
‘shall direct. It is almost trite to say that courts 
do not destroy property. In these cases where the 
court holds that certain methods are contrary to 
statutes it has been, and I believe will always be, 
that the parties in interest conform to the court's 
requirements without sacrificing or destroying cor- 
porate property or stockholders’ interests. It is 
not for me at this time to indicate the steps that 
will be taken by this company if finally the de- 
cision in the Harding case stands. I will say, 
however, that the proper steps, entirely within all 
legal requirements, to protect the interests of the 
company and its stockholders can and will be 
‘promptly and decisively taken.

Breaking Batch of Cases in a Few 
Days—Cause Is Failure of Chartered 
Companies to Make Reports Re- 
auired by Law—Preliminary Costs 
Are 8$39,000—Scope of the Statute 
Covering Annual Statements, 


Twenty-four million dollars is to be de- 
manded through the courts from corpora- 
tions in Cook County for violations of the 
Illinois statutes. State's Attorney Deneen 
will make the demand in a few days by filing 
3,000 suits—the largest batch ever seen at 
one time in the offices of the court clerks of 
the county. 

The purpose of these proposed suits is to 
satisfy the law which calls on every cor- 
poration in Illinois to file a statement with 
the Secretary of State every year. Failure 
to comply is punishable by a fine of $50 a day. 
There are 14,000 corporations whore names 
are on the books of the Secretary of State 
that did not file the required statements in 
1898. The number of days elapsed since they 
became delinquent makes a total of liability 
to the State of $8,000 for each corporation. 

Not all the 14,000 delinquents will be sued 
at this time, but Mr. Deneen has picked out 
3,000 corporations to form the first lot 
against which he will proceed. He will be- 
gin action in debt in the name of the people 
against each of them for $8,000, making a. 
total of $24, 000, 000. 


Cost of Starting Suits. 5 

The t ot beginning these suits will be a 
large item. The clerk of the court wiil re- 
quire a filing fee of $10 for each, and the 
Sheriff a fee of $3 for obtaining service, 
making $13 each fog the suits, so that the 


3.000 will entail the payment of $39,000 in 


fees. | 

The herculean task of preparing these suits 
has been the subject of extraordinary labor 
in the State’s Attorney's office for several 
weeks. The law is mandatory. The Secre- 
tary of State is required to report to the 
Attorney General the name of every corpora- 
tion that fails to file the requisite statement. 
The Attorney General is in turn required to 
report to each State’s Attorney the names of 
the corporations in his county which have 
been reported by the Secretary of State as 
delinquent. When this report reaches the 
State’s Attorney he is compelled to begin 
action to recover $50 from each corporation 
for every day it was delinquent. That is why 
Mr. Deneen finds himself with the biggest 
job on record staring him in the face. 


of Statements. 

The statements required of corporations in 
Illinois are for the purposes of aiding the 
enforcement of the anti-trust law and of 
clearing the names of defunct corporations 
from the books of the Secretary of State. 
"Phese statements must be in the form of affi- 
davits signed by a competent officer of the 
corporation. They must set forth whether 
the corporation has entered or become a 
member of or party to any pool, trust, agree- 
ment, combination, confederation, or under- 
standing with any other corporation or with 
anybody else for the purpose of fixing or 
limiting the amount or articles for sale or 
the prices of these articles. 7 

Other enactments provide as a ty for 
corporations that become trusts 
& fine of not jess than $2,000 and not more 
than $5,000, which may be repeated if a cor- 
poration continues to be guilty of trust re- 


| lationship. af

Territorial Convention at Juneau Has 
Formulated Needs to Be Urged 
| Upon Congress. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 25.—[Spectal.]—The 
Alaska territorial convention has adjourned 
sine die, having been in session at Juneau 
from Oct. 9 to Oct. 18 inclusive. Its me- 
morial to Congress as finally adopted in part 
is as follows: 

The climate and marvelous resources of 
the Territory have invited here a multitude 
of people in the last few years. From a 
handful of people a few years ago the per- 
manent white population of Alaska has in- 
creased within that brief period to upwards 
of 50,000 of the most desirable to be seen 
in any country on earth and who are 
thoroughly American. 

“Briefly enumerated, the plans of the 
convention for better government pfovide 
for two additional Judges of the District 
Court, a Delegate in Congress, Probate 
Judges having in addition t6 usual probate 
powers jurisdiction in certain civil and crim- 
inal cases; commissioners having the juris- 
diction of justices of the peace and magis- 
trates with like powers for incorporated 
cities and towns; for education-of white 
children of the district; for a civil code and 
ac ode of civil procedure; for amendments 
to the criminal code; for a general munici- 
pal incorporation law; for the extension 
to the district of homestead, timber, and 
stone and coal land laws, with provisions 
for special individual surveys, and for modi- 
fications in the mineral land laws to stop 
‘the wholesale appropriation by a few indi-. 
viduals of the public mineral lands. 

„our memorialists have selected John 
G. Price of Skaguay, Alaska, as a suitable 
person to present and to urge and secure 
the aforesaid objects.

“ Sefior Antonio Regidor, now in London, 
will sail for the United States within three | 
weeks, and as a fully accredited representa- 
tive of. naldo will present to President

The coming of the representative is 
kept a close secret. by the administration, 
but from a high authority it is learned that 
these are the exact terms Aguinaldo desires: 

One—Absolute free trade between the 
United States and the Philippine Islands, 
carrying with it the fullest commercial favor 
between the two countries. 

Two—Perfect religious freedom, as now 
exists under the government of Aguinaldo, 
the same being a concession made by him 
to the wishes of the United States. 

Three—Coaling staffons for the United 
States upon all important islands of the 
archipelago, to be selected by the United 
States and ceded outright forever by the 
Filipinos. This would include Manila. 

Four — Military reservations at Manila, 
Tioilo, Panay, Mindoro, Negros, , Masbate, 
Samar, Mindonca, and such other islands as 
may be determined upon by both — 
ments. 

Five—The employment of United States or- 
ficials in the customs and all other internal 
branches of the government, to be selected 


by the United States and paid * the Filipino 


government. 

Six — The introduction of the American po- 
lice system. 

Seven—The establishment ot a judiciary 
as now exists in the Island of Cuba. 

Eight—The reconstruction of the entire 
Filipino government upon lines as nearly 
consistent with those prescribed by the con- 
stitution of the United States and adapted 
to the requirements of the natives. 

Nine—Recognition of the Filipino govern- 
ment as an independent republic, under a 
protectorate of the United States. 

Sefior Regidor will have plenipotentiary 
powers to treat with the United-States gov- 
ernment upon all of these points in order to 
reach an agreement by which ne may 
cease. 

President McKinley has familiar with 
the terms stipulated by the Filipino govern- 
ment for more than two months.

Boers as a Result Now Hold All Upper 
Triangle of Natal Without Hav- 
intz Won a Battle.

London, Oct. 26. Thie real nature of Yule’s 
movement from Glenéoe was a Well conduct- 
ed rétreat from a position which was occu- 
pied for political rather than military rea- 
sons, and which became untenable when 
two British garrisons forty miles apart were 
menaced by a greatly superior force. Sim- 
Har unscientific tactics based on political 
considerations have involved the defense of 
Mafeking on the western border when all 
military reasons are valid for a concentra- 
tion of forces at Kimberley. 

Yule’s retreat leaves the Boers in undis- 
puted possession of the upper triangle of 
Natal and enables them after two defeats 
and a third artillery duel to boast that the 
have driven back the British and broken ¥ 
the first line of defense.

War Has Only Begun. - 

It is quite evident that the war in Natal 
has only tommenced, and that thé Boers are 
by no means discotifaged at losing the first 
two battles, and many experts are satisfied 
General Joubert is even now close to the 
heels of the British and that a decisive ac- 
tion may be fought today or tomorrow. 

The main fact that the British were forced 
to evacuate the Natal triangle, which the 
Boers, naturally, rightly claim.as a con- 
spicuous success, and which they may even 
emphasize by a proclamation annexing 
northern Natal, is proving an unpalatable 
pill to the public, whose appetite has been 
whetted by the previous successes, which 
had been assumed to be greater than they 
really were, as the determination and gal- 
lantry of the Boers enabled them to quickly 
reorganize and achieve desired objects 
other methods. 


Estimate of Boer Loss. 

Later estimates of the Boer losses at 
Elandslaagte give 300 killed. Their coolness, 
bravery, and good aim can be judged from 
the fact that out of seventeen or eighteen 
officers with the half battalion of Gordon 
Highlanders four were killed and thirteen 
were wounded, while the casualties among 
the rank and file were 27 per cent during 
less than three hours’ fighting. Lieuténant 
Campbell of the Gordon Highlanders has 
since died from his wounds. 


General Symons Doing Well. 
General White this morning officially noti- 
fied the War officer that the bullet had been 
extracted from General Symons’ wound and 
that he was doing well. 


AT KIMBERLEY AND MAFEKING. 


Situation on the Western Border Points 
to a Rising of the Dutch

In the House of Commons today. after a 
‘powerful indictment of the war to subjugate 
the Boers, he declared, amid intense silence, 
that he would resign his seat in the House 
tomorrow as a protest against the Transvaal 
war. Mr. Davitt denounced the jingo press 
and said that the war for the meanest and 
most mercenary aims would be known as 
the greatest crime of the century. He de- 
clared that if he had been offered home rule 
and an Irish republic he would not accept 
them if accompanied by the condition that 
he vote for the war. 
As a protest he would ask to be relieved 
from attendance in the House. He had been 
in the House for five years trying to obtain 
justice for Ireland, and he left it convinced 
that no cause of justice and right would 
have the support of the House unless backed 
by force.“ 


| Deep Feeling of the Irish. 


This action by Davitt, 8 closely

United States and Spain. 

Mr. Chamberlain then said:

Pugnacious Spirit in Parliament.

FRESH TROOPS IN THE FIELD.

London, Oct. 26—3 a. m.—General Sir Red- 
vers Buller is expected to arrive at the Cape 
early next week, and the indications are that 
some troops have already arrived at the 
front and been in the fighting, the arrival of 
which has not yet been announced.

GETTING THE NAVY IN SHAPE. 


Activity Day and Night Indicates Great 
| Britain’s Fear of Foreign 
i Complications.

London, Oct. 25.—The extent of the British 
preparations, revealed by today's informa- 
tion, causes a strong reiteration of the ru- 
mors of serious foreign complications. 

‘It is now said that Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Berésford will command the Medi- 
terranean squadron and details of the ac- 
tivity at the dock yards and naval stations 
are coming in hot and fast. Whether or not 
Great Britain seriously fears Russian or 
French aggression, the naval preparations 
have been under consideration for several 
months and it was the Admiralty's intention 
to put them in force as soon as war was de- 
clared, deeming it necessary to increase the 
active strength of the navy in order to insure 
the large fleet of transports against every 
possible contingency. 
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MICHAEL DAVITT, WHO RESIGNS HIS M. P.

Michael Davitt has been one of the most 
prominent figures in Irish politics for more 
than a quarter of a century. He was born 
in 1846, but it was not until 1865 that he 
attained 828 by his connection 
with the Fenian brotherhood. In 1870 he 
sentenced to fifteen years’ imprisonment. 
He was released, however 
leave in 1877, 

Two years later, with Charles Stewart 
Parnell, Davitt founded the Irish Land 
league. He began a vigorous campaign 
for Irish independence, and in that same 
year was arrested for sedition.

GEORGE DUNLAP, Norwood Park, died yester- 
day, aged 76.

THE NATIONAL THANKSGIVING. 
The President has issued his proclama- 
tion, naming Thursday, Nov. 30, as a day 
“ of general thanksgiving and prayer.” The 
occasions for which the President thinks 
the American people should be grateful 
are numerous. In a general way he cites 
freedom from pestilence, liberal employ- 
ment for labor, abundant harvests, in- 
creased home comforts, strengthened na- 
tional finances, prosperous trade, and 
flourishing schools and churches. One has 
only to look about him to see that the 
President is justified in designating each 
one of these as a reason for gratitude. 

The President goes still farther and finds 
another occasion for thanksgiving in the 
exaltation of American patriotism in main- 
taining the honor of the flag, the ratifica- 
tion of an honorable peace with Spain, 
and the existence of friendly relations with 
every power on earth. The trust assumed 
for Cuba has been faithfully advanced. 
The disaster to Porto Rico has been miti- 
gated by the sympathetic aid of the Ameri- 
can people. “ While the insurrection still 
continues in the Island of Luzon busi- 
ness is resuming its activity, and confidence 
in the good purposes of the United States 
is being rapidly established throughout the 
archipelago.“ 
He will be an anusually churlish man 
who refuses to find ample cause for thanks- 
giving forithe various blessings enumerated 
by the President. 
The anti-expansionists of the Hoar, Bout- 
well, and Edward Atkinson sort will not be 
thankful. They are never thankful for any- 
thing that not inspired or produced by 
their superipr wisdom. But the American 
people have an additional reason for 
thanksgiving in that the efforts of these 
malcontents to block the world progress 
of the United States has signally failed 
and that their conspiracy to thwart the 
pelicy of the government is constantly 
weakening. All other good and patriotic 
Americans “on this continent and in our 
newly acquired islands, as well as those 
who may be at sea or sojourning in for- 
eign lands,” will join in public expressions 
of gratitude and will partake of their 
turkey with a devouter joy and more satis- 
fied spirit than they have had for a Jong 
time. Ifturkeys are not procurable in “ our 
newly acquired islands,” the islanders 
prob will find some substitute that 
y be made as substantial a basis for 
the observance of Thanksgiving as turkey 
or plum pudding or pumpkin pie. It is 
a gratifying feature of our national ex- 
pansion that at last our national dishes 
have increased and that we may be thank- 
ful in many tongues and with diverse

They assume that if a 
child does not know it has a liver it cannot 
have a “belief” that it has liver disease.

Christian entists can pursue. They can 
take their children out of the public schools 
and send them to private schools where 
physiology is under the ban. So long as 
ehildren are taught the ordinary studies it 
does not make any difference what school 
they go to. Or the persons who object to 
the teaching of physiology can appeal tothe 
Legislature to repeal the law which makes 
its teaching compulsory.

WAR BETWEEN KINDRED. 
It is a long time since Americans have 
had their hearts wrung by any such news 
as is now daily coming from south Africa. 
There is something deeply significant in the 
shrinking with which one picks up the 
paper to read of the latest battle between 
Boers and British. The news has already 
been such as to justify all the apprehensions 
and repugnance felt by Americans against 
this war between kindred races. ‘Our war 
with Spain was free from this fratricidal 
element; We have had wars between Ori- 
entals and wars between civilized races and 
barbarians or semi-savages. We have seen 


wars between the Greeks and Turks and 


between the Russians and Turks, but we 
must go back to 1870 to find any war of 
such dimensions between two wholly civ- 
ilized nations; and one of these was not 80 
nearly akin to us in blood and affinity as 
either the Boers or the British; for, when 
all is said, no Latin race is so closely re- 
lated to us as any of the Teutonic peoples. 

Americans are now compelled to look 
upon a deadly conflict in south Africa be- 
tween two peoples equally brave and equal- 
ly close to us in the family of nations. 
Neither is so wholly in the wrong as to for- 
feit our sympathy. 

Nobody wishes to read that the gallant 
British soldiers have been slaughtered and 
defeated. They are men of our race and 
blood, and the sorrow in British homes over 
boys who lie bleeding and dead on the 
kopjes of Natal comes close to our own 
hearthstones. 

Nor, on the other hand, can we take any 
pleasure in hearing that the Boers have | 


feel nothing but horror over the news of the 
slaughter of these simple-minded, God-fear- 
ing people. Whatever their blunders, 
whether in the field or before taking up 
arms, we must feel for them a deep and 
lively sympathy. Up to the issuing of their 
ultimatum they had offered no provocation 
deserving of the horrors of war. Even that 
blunder is excusable when it is remembered 
that they are a half educated and uncul- 
tured people, bent on defending what they 
regard as their liberty. Nobody who has 
read the story of William the Silent can re- 
joice on hearing of his descendants being 
mowed down by British shrapnel and Max- 


ims and other devilish inventions of modern 


warfare, 

From any point of view this is a war 
which the people of the United States look 
upon with unmitigated horror, and which 
they wish to see ended by any proper means 
as soon as possible. If strong measures 
are necessary, the sooner they are adopted 
the better. If the Boers must be over- 
whelmed, let it be done with a display of 
force that will overawe them and stop the 
bloodshed. The present spectacle is too 
painful for Americans to look upon with 
complacency. We want no lingering war 
between these two kindred races. 3 


PRESIDENT HADLEY ON “TRUSTS.”* 

The November Scribner’s contains a rea- 
‘sonable, considerate article by President 
Hadley of Yale University on The Formu- 
tian and Control of Trusts.” He finds two 
motives at the bottom of the great in- 
dnstrial consolidation movement. One of 
them is the financial motive of rendering 
the securities marketable, The other is the 
indystrial motive of rendering the opera- 


Hadley says, is the more prominent one. 
That is a self-evident proposition. The 
greater number of the combines seem to 


pose of selling securities of dubious value. 


who invests his money in a business wants 
to get the largest possible income and 
also to be able to sell out at a profit when 
he wishes to quit business. But it is 
difficult to sell at a profit the securities 
of a local industry, even when paying high 
dividends, while it is comparatively easy 
to sell the sec’ ‘ties of a consolidated 
concern. The rational extent of the or- 
ganization gives the holder of its securi- 
ties larger and steadier opportunities of 
converting his investment into cash than 
he could have had when his factory re- 
mained separate from the others.” This 
is spoken of as a legitimate increase in 
the value of trust securities,” but there 
is also an “illegitimate increase due to 
the opportunities which they afford for 
manipulation by inside rings.” The 
manipulators have thrived because the pub- 
lic has not accustomed itself to use caution. 
It is the belief of President Hadley that 
there will soon be an apparent stoppage - 
in the rapid progress of industrial con- 
solidation. Some of the united companies 
may break up into their separate parts. 
But while consolidations which have been 
formed to deceive investors will cease, 
others will be formed for industrial rather 
than financial purposes, and probably will 
be more important twenty years hence 
than today. The two-fold economies of 
consolidation are dwelt on briefly. Un- 
necessary expenses of distribution are 
avoided. The amount of production can 
be adapted to the needs of consumption. 
President Hadley shows that there are 
practical limits to the economy of con- i 
solidation which are more effective than 
legal limitations. The great limit is the 
dificulty of finding men to manage the 
largest of these consolidated enterprises. 
Those at the head of one of them hav- 
ing great power are tempted to put prices 
‘up to a point injurious to the public and 
ruinous to the consolidated company. To 
avert dangers from this source there 
should be “ increased responsibility on the 
part of boards of directors.” They should 
keep out of the stock market and not try 
to manipulate’ the securities of their con- 
There should be also “a change in th 
legal character of the labor contract.” 


What that change should be President 


Hadley does not say. He does not seem 
to have much faith in compulsory arbi- 
tration. But he is opposed to the inter-

The question whether this consolidation 
is a step in the direction of state owner- 
ship of industrial enterprise. is answered 
in the negative. President Hadley makes 
the statement, which will surprise many, 
that the net effect of the tendency toward 
consolidation is to diminish the dangers of 
a struggle between individualism and 
socialism dy making the question of state 
ownership relatively unimportant to the 
public, as a whole.” That is because: of 
the approximation in character between 
private and publie busmess. The former 
can do little more than pay interest on 
capital involved. Public business can 
do no less than pay interest on capi- 
tal involved, because of the increased 
vigilance of the taxpayers. ‘ The charac- 
ter of good public business and good private 
business becomes so nearly alike that it 
makes comparatively little difference to 
most of us whether an enterprise is .con- 
ducted by our voters or our financiers.” 

President Hadley’s general conclusions 
are that the tendency towards industrial 
consolidation for the sake of selling se- 
curities is likely to be shortlived, but so far 
as it is a movement to secure economy of 
operation it is likely to be permanent, and 
attempts to stop it by law probably will 
be futile. Therefore there must be an 
educational process to develop men who 
can be trusted to exercise wisely the 
powers which the chiefs of industrial com- 
binations will possess. Finally, as the 
process of education and consolidation goes 
on, the question of state ownership of in- 


dustrial enterprises will become relatively 


unimporta nt. 


FAITHLESS CITY OFFICIALS. 
The present condition of Rush street 


bridge is a striking example of the ineffi- 


ciency of Chi¢ago city officials, Two weeks 
ago one side of the bridge was dismantled 
for long-needed repairs, and today it still 
continues impassable, The work advanced 


as far as getting the steel beams in place 


and painted, and there it stopped. This 
bridge is the most important in the city, and 
the crowding of traffic into one side of it 
causes exasperating congestion and delay. 
Why is such a way of doing business tol- 
erated by the responsible officials? 

It matters not whether there is a lack 
of materials or labor, or whether the con- 
tractors have merely found that they could 
make more money by completing some other 
job first. The Department of Publi¢ Works 
should have attended to all these prelim- 
inaries before the passageway was torn up. 
No such miserable delay would be tolerated 
in any private contract. If this were a 
railway bridge, and if the delay were caus- 
ing hourly loss to the company such as is 
now being inflicted on the public, the fore- 
man or manager whose bungling caused it 
would have been discharged a week ago. 
When a railway in Chicago elevates a 
bridge or puts in a new one it has every- 


thing ready, to the last rivet, and it works 


night and day until the task is accomplished, 
without the delay of traffic for a needless 
hour. If anything did g amiss the severest 
censure would promptly be visited upon the 
person responsible, if he kept his place. 
Here are three city officials living on the 
North Side—the Mayor, the Controller, and 
the Corporation Counsel. All must be 
aware of the dereliction in the Rush street 
work, and yet it continues. Who is re- 
sponsible for this nuisance? What is caus- 
ing this inconvenience to the public? Why 
is the guilty party not punished? The offi- 
cial sloth and incompetency that will per- 
mit such a state of affairs are inexcusable. 

Another instance of this same sort is 
found in the foul and sickening odors that 
emanate from the Stock-Yards region and 
periodically suffocate the city and suburbs. 
Where is the responsibility for this fetid 
abomination? The offense is one that comes 
within the cognizance of the Department of 


Health. This breath of decay is as in- 


sanitary as it is nauseous. The Health 
Commissioner says something “ ought to 
be done and will be done to stop it, but the 
“ will be done never comes to pass. Why 
does he not suppress the nuisance once for 
all? Is it a case of inefficiency or of cor- 
ruption, or is it a mixture of both? Is the 
ordinance against stenches like the ordi- 
nance against smoke—a thing for purposes 
of “revenue only —a means for squeezing 
property-owners, janitors, and stokers? If 
these foul odors cannot be controlled, per- 
haps somebody will explain why they are 
let loose on the community only at night, 
and usually at the same hour every night.

penditure, will admire the avowed purpose 
to “hold up.” the taxpayers for four mil- 
lion dollars next year, which is to be addi- 
tional to the usual appropriation of over 
nine millions for school purposes, making 
$13,000,000 in all for the year 1900 to be 
expended by the Board of Education. It 
is nothing to persons who don't pay taxes 
that the taxpayers are staggering under 
| their present burdens. It is nothing to 
them that there is great need of money for 
bridge and viaduct construction and for 
river improvement, and difficulty in getting 


the money. They perceive the enormous 


pressure for money from afl quarters, and 


yet they calmly propose to cap the burdens 


of the afflicted taxpayers with a crushing 


load of $4,000,000 for new school buildings 
alone. 
What if it be true that a number of chil- 
dren are being taught in rented rooms? 


It is cheaper and better to care for them in 
that way than to attempt to find new 
schoolhouses for them all in one year. They 
can learn as much in rooms the city rents 
as in those it owns. Education is a matter 


of teachers, not of bricks and mortar. Most 
of the smaller children who attend the half - 
day sessions learn as much as if they were 
there all day: Half-day sessions are better 
for very young children than whole-day 
sessions. The only object of keeping them 
in school the whole day is to save their 
mothers the bother of looking after them. 
To erect for that reason forty expensive 
buildings is to convert the public schools 
into créches or kindergartens. 


This agitation for excessive school ap- | 
propriations is promoted in part by men who 


have sites to sell, by contractors who want 
jobs, and by those placemen who are equal- 
ly opposed to the abolition of an office and 
the reduction of a tax. The extra sanitary 
district tax expires with this year. That 


grieves the taxeaters. They are urgent 


that the Board of Education shall seize upon 
the revenue the Drainage Trustees must re- 
linquish, and thus deprive the taxpayers 
of hoped-for relicf. Taxeaters and spec- 


ulators have suddenly taken an interest in 


the welfare of the public schools, and are 
sorrowing over the sufferings of small 
children who are denied what would be 


for their undeveloped minds more teaching 


than they could profit by. 

There are also some amiable enthusiasts 
who believe the schools should be given all 
that anybody asks for or dreams of; that 
the measure of their needs is the say-so of 
some expert faddist in the employ of the 
Board of Education. They do not investi- 
gate. They do not try to find out how much 
money actually is needed. Their reply to 
all remonstrances is: “ The district super- 
intendent has said it.“ Few of these per- 
sons are themselves taxpayers. They do 
not know how paying taxes pinches and 
hurts just now. So they reinforce the cry 
of the placemen and the ringsters for more 
money, and more money, and more money. 


That cry must not be heeded. The taxpayers - 
will not have four million dollars next year 


for the Board of Education to disburse in 


forty new school buildings; the board should 
make its plans with reference to a certain 


reasonable appropriation for new buildings 
each year. To the average man a million 


dollars for thirteen or fourteen new build- 
ings each year will seem not only a reasona- 


ble but a large if not an extravagant sum.

Story of Anniversary Day. 

“Anniversary day" was characteristic of 
the every day life of the settlement.

‘gettlement. It was opened on the theory 
that the dependence of classes on each 
other is reciprocal, that the nocial relation 
is essentially a reciprocal relation. One of 
* the motives constituting pressure toward 
the establishment of such a settlement was 
‘the desire to make the entire social organ- 
‘ism democratic. ‘ Bossism’ in politics 
causes scandal. Yet it goes on in society 
constantly without being challenged. Hull 
House has sought to relieve overaccumula- 
tion at one end of society and the destitu- 
tion at the other. I believe there will be no 
wretched quarters in our cities when the 
*ponscience of each man is so touched that 
he prefers to live with the poorest of his 
brethren and not with the richest of them 
that his income will allow. 

“What Hull House has accomplished 
speaks for itself,“ said Miss Addams, and 
with this keynote little time was spent in 
wiogy of the ten years’ work.

to be officially presented to Princess Marie, 
but even intimated that he was resolved to 
make her his bride, it is difficult to describe 
the mingled consternation and satisfaction 
which prevailed in the reigning house of 
Hesse—consternation because of the treat- 
ment to which she had been subjected and 
satisfaction owing to the brilliancy of the 
matrimonial alliance about to be formed. 
For the Hessians in those days were small 
potatoes indeed. It was as the future Em- 
press of Russia that Princess Marie first 
made her début at the Court of Darmstadt, 
and was for the first time recognized by the 
reigning Grand Duke of Hesse as his 
daughter. 3 
Princess Alexandrine of Baden thus jilted 
by the heir to the Russian throne became 
the wife of the late reigning Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg, elder brother of the Prince Consort 
of Great Britain, and in that manner is a 
sister-in-law of Queen Victoria, whose most 
intimate friend and favorite companion she 
remains to this day. ! 

I may add that both marriages turned out 
unhappily. For Alexander, after ascending 
the throne of Russia, abandoned his consort 
for the sake of one of her maids of honor, 
Princess Dolgorouki, whom he married mor- 
ganatically only a few months after Em- 
press Marie had died of decline, brought on 
by his neglect. Princess Dolgorouki has 
several children by Emperor Alexander II., 
who were all born during the life time of 
their father’s first wife. The som who bears 
the title of Prince Yourioffski is an officer 
in the Russian navy, while his mother and 
her daughters reside permanently abroad. 

I could cite many other instances of con- 
trariness in matrimonial matters on the 
part of Russian Grand Dukes, as, for n- 
stance, when Michael Michaelowitch jilted 
Princess Victoria of Wales to marry the 
girl who now bears the title of Countess 


Torby. 


The only thing in favor of the match be- 
tween the Russian heir apparent and pretty 
Princess Marguerite of Connaught is that 


there are so few Princesses of the blood who 
can be considered as possible parties for 
the young Grand Duke. 
Grand Duchess Helene of Russia, Princess 
Marie of Greece, Princess Beatrice of Saxe- 
Coburg, and the daughters of the Danish 
Crown Prince are all, so to speak, out of the 
running, owing to the strict law of the na- 
tional church 
marriages between first cousins. 
Xenia of Montenegro has just become en- 
gaged to Prince Nicholas of Greece, and in- 
asmuch as Roman Catholic Princesses are 
out of the question, and Germans are too 
hated in Russia to admit of any more mem- 
bers of the House of Romanoff wedding 
Teuton Princesses, there is practically no 
one that is so available, and a match with 
whom presents so few objections as Princess 
Marguerite of Connaught.

Are Frequent and Lines of 
Delayed Vehicles Stretch Back for 
Blocks — Contractor Gallery Not 
Half Finished—Worse Condition im 
Prospect When North State Ap- 
proach Is Being Paved—City Work 
Yet to Be Done—Municipal News. 


Rush street bridge and its approaches have 
been the scene of daily confusion and trou- 
ble for two weeks on account of the dila- 
tory tactics of the contractor making the 

on the bridge. From early morn- 
ing until “ate at night the policemen on duty 
at the bridge are engaged in a continuous 
struggle with horses and teamsters, cyclists 
and pedestrians, and in spite of ali, their 
efforts to preserve order blockades are of 
hourly occurrence. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon both ap- 
proaches were jammed with vehicles of all 
descriptions. The bridge was crowded with 
teams. A double line of wagons, trucks, 
carriages, and buggies extended south in 
Michigan avenue and River street for moro 
than a block, while another double column 
reached north in Rush street beyond Illinois 


street. 

Only half of the roadway bridge is open 
to travel. The other half is in the possession 
of a man named Gallery, who has the con- 
tract for putting in a new paving. He has 
‘adorned the iron work with a coat of red 
‘paint, and for the last three days the public 
has been wondering why the paving was not 
laid. The explanation offered is that the 
contractor cannot get the material, and he 
has no idea when he will finish his work. 

The material comes, he says, from the 
South, and is now in cars somewhere be- 
tween Georgia and Chicago. When it will 
arrive is a problem as yet unsolved by the 
contractor. Till it does the city’s traffic 
must struggle along as best it can. 


Worse Times Are Ahead. 

The congestion of traffic at the bridge is 
expected to continue for several more weeks. 
‘As soon as one-half of the structure ts oo 
paired the contractor will take possession of 
‘the other half, and the situation then will 
be even worse. The city has made no at- 
tempt to repair the north approach, and if 
work is begun then the bridge will be almost 
impassable. 

To make matters worse in the future the 
Commissioner of Public Works has awarded 
a contract to Charles J. Kelly for the paving 
of North State street 200 feet south from 
Kinzie street. When this contract is begun 
the State street bridge will be closed to 
teams, traffic will be diverted to Rush and 

earborn streets, and an increase of the 
trouble on the former thoroughfare will fol- 
low. It is feared that the congestion of traf- 
fic will be so great then as to make the bridge 
almost impassable. 

It's something awful,“ said one of the 
bridge policemen yesterday. We work like 
slaves every day to keep things moving, and 
then we can’t prevent blockades every few 
minutes. It is costing the big manufactories 
and. wholesale houses a lot of money on ac- 
count of the delay of their teams here.“

State dams in the Illinois River at Henry 
and Copperas Creek. Under the provisions 
of the legislative act creating the drainage 
district these dams must be destroyed be- 
fore water is turned into the canal. The 
Board of Trustees is making every effort 
possible to get the water turned in by Dec. 
1. Its members said yesterday that, if the 
contractors do their duty, the much desired 
event will take place on time.
